NO TEST TOO RIGID 





That very great sage on matters of the turf, Salvator, put together some 
astounding figures on racing over the 4th of July and by a series of conserva- 


tive caleulations in The Chronicle reached the conclusion that $5,000,000 


was bet one day on American tracks This is a breathtaking figure It 


shows the extent to which racing has grown in the mind’s of the public 
Here is a sport that has become the very epitome of ‘‘big business” It is 
so big that it is frightening and anything that is frightening is dangerous 
Sport is a great addition to lives of many men It is the essence of life 
itself to some men; to others a very pleasant interlude between chores which 
would be impossible without the relaxation that sport affords; and to others 
yet, to the great American public, the sport of racing is opening up a vast 
source of amusement whose resources in holidays, outings, a change from 
the routine of the average worker, are a never ending delight. This sport 
that has 
machine and the more tolerant attitude of bankrupt or sorely tried state 


leaped into such prominence with the advent of the pari-mutuel 


budgets, is like some overgrown prodigy whose antics might suddenly lead 
him into channels that reveal his true strength and turn efforts for good into 
abysmal failures 

Racing has reached a peak; a high water mark and it is a question now 
whether its new impetus can guide it safely to even greater heights or 
whether its very success may send it plunging into a spiral that might injure 
the sport for years and years to come. Success in any enterprise draws others 
to it like moths to a candle they flutter nearer and nearer seemingly trying 
their best to be burnt So with racing, as figures mount skyward, more 
people turn to the game, people who would not have thought of racing were 
it not for the sums involved The more the patrons of the sport attract 


others to it, the more is it possible that new and dangerous elements will 


encroach on the word sport until it becomes a travesty on the name 

Politics are a tremendous dange: The desire for funds to make up for 
political extravagances in state and local government might easily kill the 
goose that laid the golden egg More dangerous even than the politicians, 
although their effect is well illustrated now in California where racing has 
already become a political football with state offices at stake, is the problem 
of playing fair with the public 

Horses can be doped, doctored and pulled This is unfortunately no new 
phase to racing, but as the money involved grows, the temptation for un- 
scrupulous characters grows correspondingly Racing men are fully aware 
of the dangers to racing, but believe doping at least is fairly well controlled 
The saliva test stands as one great help but there are always people who 
handle the box, people who make the decisions, people who give the tests and 
once the deed is done, the money spent, it is so easy to spend more and more 
money to see that the perjury is not discovered. One crime but leads to 
another as crime records show too well. Horses must be put in seclusion 
and kept there under the watchful eye of non-partison guards, another 
authority suggests, for so many hours before their race, but this, too, is but 
leaving the matter to another set of guarantors who are but new fields for 
ingenuous inveiglers. 

It would seem that but one thing really remains, and that to strike at the 
root of the evil itself. Those people who are capable of dishonest racing 
practices must somehow be ferreted out and forever barred from racing. 





The owner, the trainer and the rider of race horse must be made to feel 


the hand of public authority to such an extent that each becomes invested 


with a public trust; the obligation to carry on racing honestly and well 
Licenses to own, train and race should be given as charingly as law degrees 
References should be required of the most exacting nature: a board, public ly 
responsible for those whom they license, should be et up to pass oh the 
qualifications of those raciug on licensed track Phose doubtful character: 
that have the power to ruin racing by uuscrupulous practices must be ruled 
off of American tracks foreve! It is only by et ial vigilance of those who 
pass on the qualifications of those who own and train and ride, can the 
reputation of the turf be maintained No test can be too rigid, no reference 
too searching if American racing is to continue on the high plane that alone 
can keep the public’s trust and on the plane that it enjoys today

freshness to its programs, decided to 
step aside from the beaten path and 
offered the Grasslands Stake. Which 
justified itself by drawing a nice 
entry list, including a number of 
well-known stake and handicap 
horses while no less than 15 were 
carded to start; five scratches leay- 
ing a nice field of 10. 

Of these favoritism was allotted 
to the Denemark pair, War Minstrel 
(108 lbs.) and Idle Sun (106), and 
Idle Sun proved a handy winner. 
War Minstrel did not finish the race, 
but it finished his career and his 
life as well, 

The inner ‘rail’ of the Arlington 
turf course is formed of an ornamen- 
tal hedge about five feet high, which 
adds much to the ensemble. The 
Grasslands, being at 1 1-16th miles, 
was started in front of the grand- 
stand, as the course is of just one 
mile, and the horses soon sped into 
the turn after leaving the stall gate 
War Minstrel, a front runner, was 
among the first to reach it, but in 
making it—-one supposes because of 
his unfamiliarity with the going, he 
never pefore having competed over 
anything but the dirt—-he swerved 
into and through the hedge, struck 

post that was planted just inside 
it and snapped it off, threw Jockey, 
Willie Garner, and started off on a 
wild gallop. 

Most unfortunately, a high woven- 
wire fence had been thrown across 
the infield the week before in order 
to better control the July 4th crowd 
that was allowed to overflow into it 

almost 50,000 people attended 
that day and the regular enclosures 
would not accommodate them. 

This barrier was altogether too 
high for War Minstrel to clear—it 
would have bluffed a Becher’s Brook 
hero to negotiate it. As he approach- 
ed it full tilt. a thrill of consternat- 
ion flashed through the spectators, 
who had been giving little attention 

the race itself in order to watch 
the runaway. 

The doomed gelding, in his ex- 
citement failed to see the fence 
whose visibility was low at best 
until he was almost on top of it, at 
first tried to check his flight, then 
seeing it was impossible, made a 
desperate effort to jump it, failed, 
fell heavily back to the earth, one 
of his fore-legs snapped in two just 
below the knee, an ambulance came 
and removed him to the stable and 
there, after two weeping care-takers 
had carefully groomed him and fed 
him a nibble of grass, as he stood 
uncertainly upon three legs, the 
track veterinary put him out of his 


misery.
